Scheduled to be cleared soon is 
a site for a new “operational” 
building for the General Tele- 
phone Co. 

Actual construction on ° these 
two major business additions in 
the community is scheduled for 
the immediate future. Total cost 
of the two buildings is estimated 
to be in excess of $600,000. 

RAZE OLD STRUCTURES 

The business building recently 
vacated by the Alan <A. Couch 
Chevrolet agency at Second ave- 
nue and C Street is being torn 
down. Included in the razing 
operations will be all the build- 
ings on the northeast corner of 
this intersection, including the 
former Upland theater structure 
and a confectionery store build- 
ing. The Bank of America bought 
this site for its new branch lo- 
cation. Tentative plans call for 
the new bank building to be com- 
pleted before the end of 1954. 

Frank K. Nichols, manager of 
the Upland branch, has studied 
tentative sketches of the build- 
ing. If present plans are follow- 
ed, the bank building, designed 
to serve an expanding communi- 
ty, will occupy the corner of Sec- 
ond and C with a large parking 
lot on the north end of the prop- 
erty. The bank property ad- 
joins the Pacific Electric right- 
of-way on the north 

WORKMEN ON JOB

and everything will be in readi- 
ness within a week for the start 
of the new construction. Mr. 
Nichols said detailed building 
plans are yet to be completed 
but he expressed the assurance 
construction would be started at 
an early date.

Dangers of Aiding Thumb-Wavers 
Is Emphasized hy FBI Hoover 


It is natural for most people to want to as- 
sist a hitchhiker, but to do so is very, very risky 
according to officials. And just recently, J. 
Edgar Hoover, head of the FBI, has issued a 
new warning. 

Escaped criminals resort to hitch hiking 
more frequently than any other form of trans- 
portation and the motorist may bceome exhibit 
“A” in a criminal clean up campaign if he un- 
wittingly and unwillingly picks up a prison 
escapee. The motorist may be put in the posi- 
tion of being an “accessory after the fact,” 
abetting a criminal escape. The warning grim- 
ly adds, “that is, if you survive the experi- 
ence.” 

The FBI says the prints of two out of every 
five thumbs that beg the motorist for rides on 
the highways can be identified in the bureau's 
files in Washington. Ample proof of the dan- 
ger in picking up hitch hikers is offered in the 
FBI files as well as in stories in newspapers 
across the country. 


People Speak Frankly On Taxes, 
Hawaii and Probing Commission 


There’s one way for a lawmaker to find 
out what the people think. That's to ask them. 

Congressman William S. Maillard, San 
Francisco, tried it by sending a questionnaire 
on vital issues to one sixth of the residents 
in his district. He got some surprising an- 
swers. 

For instance, 2 per cent said they would op- 
pose further tax reduction if it meant an in- 
crease in the national debt. On Hawaiian 
statehood, 79 per cent were in favor of it, and 
75 per cent were for all-out use of force to check 
further aggression. Eighty-seven per cent 
approve the investigation of communism, but 
only 57 per cent approve the procedures used. 

Looks like straightforward questions get 
straightforward answers. 


Lindbergh Is Relenting and Comes 
Into Spotlight as Civilian Leader 


After many years of shunning the public 
spotlight. Col. Charles A. Lindbergh is gradu- 
ally easing up on his self-imposed exile from 
the news. The recent publication of his story 
of the never-to-be-forgotten flight to Paris in 
1927 and the sale of that story to the movies 
(for an estimated one million dollars) are indi- 
cations of the change. 

Also, he is appearing more often at gather- 
ings such as the one last month in New York 
when he received the Daniel Guggenheim 
medal. He even made a speech. What he 
said in that speech, incidentally, shows that 
the man is a thinker. 

He warned that the survival of this country 
will ultimate'y rest on its character develop- 
ment rather than on its material success. Said 
he: “It was not the outer grandeur of the Ro- 
man but the inner simplicity of the Christian 
that lived on through the ages.” 


South “Gives Up" and Applauds 
Lincoln as Great Emancipator 


“We decided that 90 years was long enouyh 
to hold a grudge.” 

So said the man who represented the sons 
of the Confederacy at the memorial services 
for Lincoln in Washington, D.C., last month. 
It was the first time that the southern group 
had ever taken part in the Lincoln birthday 
anniversary observances. This will make the 
year 1954 one of great significance in north- 
south relations. Although the once-divided 
nation has long since worked together har- 
moniously, much of the. bitterness remained. 

The acknowledgement that “Lincoln be- 
longed to all the people,” as the confederacy 
representative also declared, is a vital step 
toward erasing the sounds of a century ago.

LETTERS TO THE [O'Neill Candidacy 


EDITOR 


Editor of Upland News: 

There appeared in last week’s 
issue of ‘your excellent paper an 
article entitled: “Plan to Replace 
Peppers,” evidently copied from 
the San Bernardino Sun, which 
article proposed replacement of 
pepper trees on Euclid avenue 
parkway, by planting palm trees 
“with a view to making them 
One day the predominant tree 
of the boulevard.” As owner for 
more than 26 years of an estate 
having 650 feet frontage on East 
side of Euclid avenue between 
Twenty-second and Twenty-third 
streets,, which section sustained 
the hardest damage to the pepper 
trees, I feel that I am entitled, 
through the medium of your pa- 
per, to an expression of the value 
of this proposed planting of 
palms. In the 'andscaping of our 
property we used 19 palms con- 
taining four varieties, which 
planting we have maintained for 
these 26 years. These are some 
of the facts we learned about 
palm trees—their ,maintenance 
cost is very .high, they must be 
given individual care, kept pro- 
perly pruned, .jf not they repre- 
sent a sad disheveled appear- 
ance; they require a great deal 
of water, and must be heated at 
low temperatures. We lost all 
our palms from frost and re- 
placed them at $17 each in 1937. 
There is no way of maintaining 
evén growth; this can’t be af- 
fected by pruning as in the usual 
tree. They are lovely placed 
here and there among other trees 
or the shrubs. 

Planted on the parkway they 
would preclude use of it as a love- 
ly place to rest or for a family or 
party to spread and to enjoy 
lunch, The palm trees would 
practically make our bridle path 
unsafe as no one knows when a 
frond will fall. The sharp, curv- 


ied points all along the fronds 


can deeply and cruelly wound 
the skin. I have no date palms 
but I know that an avenue park- 
way such as Euclid planted with 
date palms would be dark and so 
dirty we never could realize our 
dream of one day having grass 
green and tender growing in this 
beautiful parkway right to the 
top of Twenty-fourth street. 

IT can suggest no tree so eter- 
nally spring-like green, so soft as 
it sways in the breeze as the 
pepper tree. I think while the 
new trees are small a crepe myr- 
tle between each would be fast- 
growing and very lovely.
